potholes will not be fixed 


High Street 

Huge potholes in Epsom High 
Street will not be filled in until next 
year at the earliest it has emerged, 
despite a pledge by the county 
council to spend £100m repairing 
key roads. 

An inspection of the road surface 
in the town centre carried out by 
this newspaper in early March 
identified 22 potholes, including 
one that was 24ft long. 

A section of the road, the A24, has 
since been resurfaced, but a Surrey 
County Council (SCC) spokeswom¬ 
an said this week there were no

plans to resurface or repair the rest 
of the street until at least the next 
financial year, and it may not be 
done until 2015 by which time two 
winters will have opened up many 
more holes. 

This is despite the launch of Pro¬ 
ject Horizon, a £100m investment by 
SCC to replace 300 miles of the 
county’s worst roads over the next 
five years. 

The spokeswoman said: “The 


remainder of the High Street is pro¬ 
visionally scheduled to be resur¬ 
faced in year two of our five-year 
maintenance programme, Project 
Horizon. 

“We have deliberately left it until 
next year to allow for the redevelop¬ 
ment of Train Street and further 
work to be completed by other bod¬ 
ies before we can finish our 
scheme.” 

When asked where exactly Train 
Street was, as there is no such road 
in Epsom, SCC failed to respond, al¬ 
though it is thought it may refer to 


for a year 

the redevelopment of Epsom sta¬ 
tion and the changes to be made to 
Station Approach. 

SCC said Project Horizon will see 
10 per cent of the county’s worst 
roads being rebuilt from scratch, 
with a 10-year warranty so if there 
is then a problem with the road, the 
cost of repairing it will fall to the 
contractor and not the council. 

This would be on top of the nor¬ 
mal pothole maintenance work car¬ 
ried out by SCC.

Breaking news 

The key options being considered by the 
Better Services Better Value (BSBV) 
team for local hospitals were leaked yes¬ 
terday and Epsom is in the firing line. 

The “preferred option” would see 
Epsom becoming an elective care centre 
and St Helier a local hospital. Both 
would lose accident and emergency 
(A&E) and maternity. 

The second “non-preferred option” 
would see Epsom becoming a local hos¬ 
pital, with St Helier as an elective care 
centre. Both would lose their A&E and 
maternity units. 

A third option is to turn Epsom into an 
elective care centre, with St Helier re¬ 
maining an acute hospital with upgrad¬ 
ed services, and Croydon becoming a 
local hospital. Epsom and Croydon 
would lose A&E and maternity. 

BSBV’s programme board is due to 
meet today to decide which of the op¬ 
tions should be put to the seven clinical 
commissioning groups. It is expected to 
make its proposals public on Friday 
morning.

A nurse is retiring after 43 
years working for the NHS 
without a single sick day. 

Mary Sooksalee described 
her time as a nurse as an “hon¬ 
our” and said she expected to 
have “big feelings of loss” 
when she passes through the 
hospital gates for the final 
time. 

She attributed her exception¬ 
ally good health during her 
working life to her daily 30- 
minute walk to and from work 
each day. 

The 60-year-old started her 
career in 1971 at Long Grove 
Hospital as a trainee mental 
health nurse, where she stayed 
until 1975. 

She worked in a number of 
roles at Long Grove and West 
Park hospitals, while also find¬ 
ing time to have two children - 
a daughter in 1985 and a son in 
1987. 

She returned to work in 1988 
to a rehabilitation women’s 
ward at West Park Hospital.

Finding it increasingly hard 
to juggle motherhood and her 
commitments as a nurse, she 
took the difficult decision to 
work nights, managing the 
continuing care unit for older 
adults. 

She said: “It was a difficult 
and challenging role, and I 
spent quite a lot of the time 
alone. 

“Back then they did not have 
the facilities we do now so 
there were no nurseries at the 
hospital. It seemed easier to 
work nights, that way I got to 
see my children as well.” 

After five years on the night 
shift, Mrs Sooksalee returned 
to her previous role until the 
older adults unit at West Park 
closed in 1997 and she became 
the ward manager of Bluebell 
Ward, a service for older peo¬ 
ple with dementia, at the 
Meadows, in West Park. 


She said: “Working for the 
NHS has enriched my life. It 
has been an eye-opener and I 
shall miss my colleagues and 
all the service-users.” 

But she said the time had 
come for retirement when she 
will pursue her interests and 
travel. 

She said: “It is time to move 
on and face new challenges, I 
am still fit and I plan to find 
new hobbies.” 

She explained her plans to 
spend her new-found free time 
continuing to help others by 
caring for her sister-in-law’s 
son so she can return to work. 

She also wants to pursue her 
dream to learn to drive, as well 
as going to see musicals and 
taking up crochet. 

She said: “Life is short -1 do 
not know how long I am going 
to live for, so I may as well 
make the most of it. 

“I have had a thoroughly en¬ 
joyable career, but now is the 
time to enjoy life.”

The full list of roads to be re¬ 
placed will not be announced 
until June, which is when the 
council claims the project “will 
mainly kick off”. 

This means residents will 
have to wait months to see if 
their damaged roads are on the 
list and then may have to wait 
a further five years before they 
are resurfaced. 

Dan Cook, 38, from 
Stoneleigh, was forced to pay 
£300 to get his car’s suspension 
fixed after hitting a pothole in 
Cuddington Avenue, Stoneleigh, 
a month ago and is considering 
asking for compensation from 
Surrey County Council (SCC). 

He said: “If Project Horizon 
was widely communicated and 
people knew what it meant, 
they would have something to 
say about it, especially if it 
shows their roads are not going 
to be fixed for five years. 

“Council tax is going up and 
what are we getting for it? 
More broken roads.” 

In March, SCC approved 
plans to increase pothole in¬ 
spections by 200 per cent - a 
rise in inspections from four 
times a year to once a month, 
and last month it announced 


that it was also trialling an 
American app that helps iden¬ 
tify potholes. 

But Councillor Neil Dallen, 
said potholes were residents’ 
top priority during the SCC 
election campaign. 

He said: “We have a huge 
problem with potholes, not just 
on the main roads, but many 
minor roads too and SCC has 
been remiss about them. 

“There is now a four to five- 
year backlog of roads to fix 
and if people make compensa¬ 
tion claims for accidents and 
damage caused by potholes, we 
will lose more money to deal 
with them. 

“If SCC has £100m to spend 
over five years, why can’t we 
spend the money earlier and 
get it done before then?” 

Coun Dallen said potholes in 
Epsom town centre gave the 
wrong image of the historic 
market town and the economic 
vitality that the council was 
aiming to boost. 

An e-petition asking for the 
issue to be raised in Parlia¬ 
ment has 700 signatures - 
100,000 are required to trigger 
a debate by MP.

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Fairway to go, 
but golf course 
work begins in 
spite of protest 




Digging: Work on the new exclusive golf course at Charkley Court started on Monday 


Heavy machinery began tear¬ 
ing up the ground at a historic 
estate near Leatherhead on 
Monday after a court ruled de¬ 
velopers could start work to 
create an exclusive golf course. 

In March, campaigners won 
an injunction to halt construc¬ 
tion work as they sought a ju¬ 
dicial review over the approval 
of plans for a golf course, 
luxury hotel and spa at 
Cherkley Court, which was 
home to newspaper baron 
Lord Beaverbrook. 

But after a hearing last week 
a High Court judge permitted 
Longshot Cherkley Court to 
start removing topsoil and 
carrying out other limited 


works under a new injunction. 

The Cherkley Campaign has 
succeeded in securing a judi¬ 
cial review to be held in the 
next few months over Mole Val¬ 
ley Council’s decision to grant 
planning permission for the 
multi-million pound project. 

Andy Smith, Surrey branch 
director at the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, which 
is backing campaigners, said: 
“The court allowed a limited 
amount of work to go ahead 
pending the main hearing on 
the assurance by Longshot 
that they could restore the 
land as it was before, and on 
an undertaking by them to do 
so if the development does 


not go ahead. 

“The campaign’s grounds for 
judicial review are based on 
the failure of Mole Valley’s 
councillors to determine the 
application in accordance 
with the local development 
plan. 

“There is blatantly no need 
for another exclusive golf 
course in Surrey, let alone one 
on an accessible and visible 
landscape in the Surrey Hills.” 

Longshot spokesman Nick 
Kilby said they were removing 
topsoil to prepare to reshape 
the land to create a golf 
course, but were not planning 
major movement of earth be¬ 
fore the judicial review.

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Drive fight 
families 
deny affray 


Six men have pleaded not 
guilty to affray after a 
driveway brawl last month 
between neighbouring fam¬ 
ilies during which a man 
was stabbed. 

Dean Hays, 46, Michael 
Hays, 20, and Sean Hays, 20, 
all of London Road, Ewell, 
appeared at Redhill Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Tuesday, 
charged with affray. 

Michael Hays was also 
charged with wounding or 
inflicting grievous bodily 
harm without intent, to 
which he pleaded not guilty. 

In a separate hearing at 
the same court, Adam 
Jeeves, 20, and Ashley 
Jeeves, 22, also of London 
Road, Ewell, and Richard 
Roll, 36, of Esher, also 
pleaded not guilty to 
affray. 

A fight broke out between 
the Hays family and the 
Jeeves family and Mr Roll 
which spilled out into the 
road in London Road, 
Ewell, in the early hours on 
April 7. 

Another member of the 
Jeeves family, Peter Jeeves, 
was stabbed in the chest 
during the brawl. 

Prosecuting, Richard 
Manley said: “At 3.45am on 
April 7, members of the 
Jeeves family and Mr Rolls 
turned up at the Hays’ 
address. 

“The defendants then 
went outside and started 
fighting with the Jeeves’s 
and it is alleged that 
Michael Hays took a knife 
from the kitchen, took it 
outside and stabbed Peter 
Jeeves, a senior member 
of the family, who was 
hospitalised.” 

All six are on conditional 
bail and will next appear at 
Redhill Magistrates’ Court 
in June for the case to be 
committed to crown court.

Bank worker ‘stole £60k from branch’

A bank employee accused of stealing 
nearly £60,000 from Halifax in Epsom 
has appeared in court. 

Joshua Allen, 22, of Mulgrave Road, 
Sutton, appeared at Redhill Magistrates’ 
Court on Tuesday, April 30, charged 
with theft, fraud and false accounting 
from the Halifax bank, in Epsom High 
Street, while he was employed there as a 
customer and banking adviser. 

The alleged offences took place be¬ 
tween December 2010 and July last year, 


and allegedly involved Mr Allen stealing 
£57,810 from the bank, which he trans¬ 
ferred into private bank accounts in his 
name and those of his family and 
friends, who deny any knowledge of 
this. 

Mr Allen appeared in court without 
legal representation, and did not enter a 
plea. He is on conditional bail and will 
next appear at the same court in June 
for the case to be committed to Crown 
Court.

With BSBV expected to 
publish its detailed proposals

‘Epsom and Surrey are being short-changed’ 


I am writing to you, in antici¬ 
pation of the publication on 
Friday, May 3, of the Better 
Services Better Value review. 

□ Local GPs must engage in 
deciding the future of health 
services, and not allow the 
BSBV proposal to strip 
Epsom hospital of A&E and 
maternity services and bol¬ 
ster three London hospitals. 

□ My expectation is that the 
announcement will recom¬ 
mend that Epsom will lose all 
of its inpatient services, or 
that it will become a purely 
elective centre. Patient de¬ 
mand at the London hospi¬ 
tals will dictate they 
continue doing elective oper¬ 
ations. The proposed elective 
work will not come to Epsom. 

□ Epsom and Surrey have 


been short-changed in this 
process. 

Decisions have been made 
at meetings where six people 
represented St George’s and 
two represented Surrey and 
each had one vote. The anal¬ 
ysis provided by the BSBV 
team has been poor, and the 
understanding of healthcare 
in Surrey limited. 

□ The BSBV review proposes 
that GPs cover much of the 
work currently being done 
by A&E at Epsom Hospital. 
There is no additional local 
GP capacity available - it’s 
often difficult to obtain a GP 
appointment. Who is going to 
do the work? 

□ Part of the justification for 
change is to secure 24/7 con¬ 
sultant cover in the London 


hospitals. Local patients will 
not benefit from this service 
in Surrey. 

□ Clinical staff at Epsom 
have warned that the BSBV 
proposals in maternity and 
paediatrics represent a safe¬ 
ty threat to patients. 

□ There is insufficient capac¬ 
ity at surrounding hospitals 
to cope with the 6,000 births 
p/a at Epsom and St Helier. 
The capital investment need¬ 
ed would be equivalent of 
financing a large maternity 
unit at a major hospital. 

□ The projected deficit for 
Epsom and St Helier has fall¬ 
en sharply; it is now likely 
the trust will break even 
within the next financial 
year. 

□ The BSBV proposal is 


likely to cost hundreds of 
millions - possibly £300m, 
with annual costs of £25- 
£30m. Where is this money 
coming from? 

□ If Surrey Downs supports 
the BSBV proposals, it will 
face local protest, embroil 
local GPs in controversy and 
distract everyone from deliv¬ 
ering quality healthcare. 

I think you need to set aside 
the BSBV process and plan 
for the future of Epsom in a 
Surrey context. 

I don’t doubt the sincerity 
of the clinicians involved, 
but they are walking into a 
maelstrom if things continue 
as they are. I can only urge 
you to take a step back.

The key meeting when local GPs 
will help decide the fate of acci¬ 
dent and emergency (A&E) and 
the maternity unit at Epsom 
Hospital will be held at Epsom 
Downs Racecourse, it has been 
announced. 

Surrey Downs Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (SDCCG) con¬ 
firmed on Friday the location of 
its governing board meeting on 
May 17, which will run from 
1.30pm to 5pm. 

At the meeting they will decide 
whether to support the Better 
Services, Better Value (BSBV) 
review proposals that involve the 
closure of two maternity units 
and two A&E units - widely be¬ 
lieved to be at Epsom and St He- 
lier Hospitals. 

If the GPs, who only took con¬ 
trol of health commissioning in 
the area on April 1, vote against 
the proposals then BSBV review 
team will have to go back to the 
drawing board. 

Many residents, keen to save 
both units at Epsom, are expect¬ 
ed to want to attend the re-sched- 
uled meeting, and the group has 
come under fire for holding it 
during the day when lots of peo¬ 
ple are at work. 


And there is no mention on the 
group’s website of the vital busi¬ 
ness being decided at this meet¬ 
ing.

Councillor expenses up 


Councillors have voted themselves 
a 1 per cent increase in expenses in 
a bid to ensure people can afford to 
take on the role. 

The 63p-a-week, £33-a-year, in¬ 
crease, was decided at an Epsom 
Council meeting last Tuesday. 

But the move has been slammed 
by opposition councillors as it 
comes at a time when residents, 
some of them suffering from bene¬ 
fit cuts, are having to pay 1.99 per 
cent increase in council tax. 

The Residents’ Association (RA) 
said the basic allowance had not 
risen since 2008 because council¬ 
lors were conscious of a council 
staff pay freeze and tough finan¬ 
cial times for residents. 

RA Councillor Neil Dallen, 
chairman of the strategy and re¬ 
sources committee, said: “It is just 
in line with the staff pay rise of 
one per cent this year.” 

He said there needed to be a

small increase in allowances be¬ 
cause otherwise some people may 
not be able to afford to stand as 
councillors. 

He added: “We want to make 
sure everyone who wants to be a 
councillor can so we have got to 
keep rates at a reasonable level.” 

Council staff are getting a 1 per 
cent pay increase this year after a 
three-year pay freeze for all but 
the lowest paid employees. 

Labour Councillor Sheila Carl¬ 
son, who opposed the rise in al¬ 
lowances, said she intended to 
donate her share of the increase to 
a homeless charity. 

Coun Carlson said: “I feel very 
strongly about this because I think 
it is wrong. We have got people 
who would have normally been 
getting council tax benefit relief 


and are not getting so much. 

“I think it’s appalling our resi¬ 
dents are asked to pay extra to 
fund increases for councillors.” 

Coun Carlson dismissed the ar¬ 
gument that a rise was needed to 
attract candidates as “absolute 
tosh”. 

She said: “It’s not a full-time job 
and should not be paid as a full¬ 
time job. It is supposed to be an al¬ 
lowance that covers things like 
petrol and paper.” 

Epsom and Ewell Liberal 
Democrats agreed and a 
spokesman said: “What was im¬ 
portant was that some residents 
were struggling to pay their in¬ 
creased council tax. 

“An example should be set by 
avoiding unnecessary spending.” 

The Residents’ Association said 
the basic allowance of £3,338 a 
year in Epsom remains the second 
lowest in Surrey.

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Pathology centralisation refused 


Epsom and St Helier NHS Trust has re¬ 
fused to approve plans to centralise 
south-west London’s pathology care. 

In 2011 a review was launched 
proposing to bring together pathology 
services across south-west London, 
centralising them at a super laborato¬ 
ry at St George’s Hospital, with testing 
done at smaller labs, or “spokes”, at 
each of the other hospital sites. 

The trust said from the outset they 
specified two key tests the project 
would need to meet for them to ap¬ 
prove it - the quality of service they 
run must be maintained or improved 
and there must be a demonstrable 


financial benefit to their trust. 

However, the trust’s board has re¬ 
viewed the proposals and is not satis¬ 
fied they met its tests and cannot 
approve them. 

A spokesman for the trust said: “We 
are in discussion with St George’s, 
Kingston and Croydon hospitals that 
could see them continue the combined 
project without us, or we may be able to 
identify ways to resolve our concerns.” 

A South West London Pathology Pro¬ 
gramme spokeswoman said it was 
working with the trust to look at what 
changes may need to be made to make 
it possible for them to join the service.

'Sheriff-style policing 
is cutting crime rates’ 


A police inspector has credited 
“sheriff-style” policing with a dra¬ 
matic fall in crime in his district. 

Neighbourhood Inspector Andy 
Rundle revealed criminal offences 
fell by 13.3 per cent in the year to 
April in Mole Valley. 

Crimes fell 30.6 per cent in 
Ashtead and 29.5 per cent in North 
Leatherhead, but rose 3.8 per cent 
in south Leatherhead. 

He attributed the drop in crime 
to the proactive efforts of his 
neighbourhood team and its close 
engagement with the community. 

He said: “The officers on the 
Mole Valley team have the mindset 
that they are effectively sheriffs of 
the areas they work. 

“They take personal responsibili¬ 
ty and personal ownership of 
crimes that happen on their patch. 

“It is that level of commitment 
and passion about the area that 
has resulted in them making really 
effective interventions.” 

He said his team had the highest 
arrest rate per officer in Surrey 
Police and made 411 arrests over 
the past year. 

Insp Rundle said: “In a force that 
does particularly well that is a re¬ 
ally positive indicator.” 

In the same period across Mole 
Valley robbery fell 27.8 per cent, 
violent crime fell 7.9 per cent, 
criminal damage fell 16.9 per cent

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and theft fell 15.4 per cent. 

In Ashtead violent crime fell 48.5 
per cent and criminal damage fell 
39 per cent, while in north Leather¬ 
head domestic burglary fell 52 per 
cent and criminal damage fell 20 
per cent. 

Mr Rundle said a proactive 
stance on licensing, as well as close 
links with the community had also 
contributed to the drop in offences. 

He said: “We are not complacent 
at all because we understand they 
are just figures. 

“What is probably more impor¬ 
tant than figures is how residents 
of Mole Valley feel. Do they feel 
safe? Are they confident in us to 
deliver policing services?” 

He said a survey had found pub¬ 
lic confidence in them stood at 91.6 
per cent. 

Key priorities now are to contin¬ 
ue to build links with the commu¬ 
nity and targeting the small 
minority whose criminal be¬ 
haviour has the largest effect. 

He said they will deal with licens¬ 
ing and quality of life issues, but 
anti-social behaviour and crimes 
such as burglary remain a priority.

Food bank facing an 
increase in demand 


More people are being forced to go 
to a food bank to feed their fami¬ 
lies as benefit changes start to 
bite. 

Epsom and Ewell Foodbank fed 
more than 216 people last month, 
compared to 642 over the previous 
six months. 

It fed 42 people in January, 70 
people in Feburary and 153 people 
in March. 

The food bank, that distributes 
at Epsom Methodist Church and 
Ruxley Church in Ewell, has col¬ 
lected 17.5 tonnes of food since 
opening in October. 

Jonathan Lees, a food bank vol¬ 
unteer and senior leader at Gener¬ 
ation Church, said the sharp 
increase in demand may have 
stemmed from the benefit 
changes. 

Mr Lees said: “We expect this to 
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increase with the further planned 
changes over the year.” 

Welfare reforms introduced this 
month mean more people now 
have to pay council tax, while ben¬ 
efits have been cut for people in 
social housing with spare rooms. 

In September, benefits will be 
capped at £500 a week for couples 
and £350 a week for single adults 
in September. 

On Saturday, the food bank will 
have stalls in Epsom market place 
and the Ashley Centre, and the 
bank is appealing for people to 
come along and donate non-per¬ 
ishable food. 

They are particularly hoping for 
donations of tinned potatoes and 
vegetables, fruit juice, tinned 


puddings, toiletries, washing pow¬ 
der and nappies. 

The volunteers will also be 
doing a sponsored trolley push to 
Sainsbury’s in Kiln Lane at 2pm, 
collecting donations from people 
along the way. 

National food bank charity the 
Trussell Trust has seen a 170 per 
cent increase in people needing 
emergency food since April 2012. 

Executive chairman Chris 
Mould said: “The sheer volume of 
people who are turning to food 
banks because they can’t afford 
food is a wake-up call to the nation 
that we cannot ignore the hunger 
on our doorstep.”

British Second World War veter¬ 
ans from the “forgotten army” 
gathered on Sunday to remember 
and commemorate comrades who 
fell while fighting in Burma. 

Eight veterans, in their 80s and 
90s, joined family, friends and sup¬ 
porters at a service hosted by the 
Epsom branch of the Burma Star 
Association. 

The annual service at St Martin 
of Tours Church in Church Road, 
Epsom, marked the 69th anniver¬ 
sary of victory in the battle of Ko- 
hima, which turned the tide in the 
war against the Japanese. 

Epsom and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling joined the commemora¬ 
tion of fighting in the Far East that 
continued after the war ended in 
Europe. 

The forces became known as the 
forgotten army because their 
efforts and suffering remained 


overlooked for many years back 
home. 

Branch press relations officer 
John Rogers said the number of 
branch members, who hold the 
Burma Star medal, had dwindled 
to about 50 over the years. 

Mr Rogers said: “For them it is 


very dear to their hearts because 
they were all caught up in this ter¬ 
rible conflict. 

“They came back from war and 
lived their lives and when they got 
old all their memories came back. 
They want to remember and 
commemorate it.”

Worryingly, the meeting on 
May 17 will be during the after¬ 
noon, further restricting inter¬ 
ested parties who may want to 
attend.

Secondly, I note that a 
birthing centre will be opening 
at Epsom but with, of course, 
the possibility in future of hav¬ 
ing no maternity ward or ob¬ 
stetrician nearby.

Tenants stay in property for longer 


Tenants are now staying in 
one property for a record 
duration of 20 months, 
according to the latest 
research from the Association 
of Residential Letting Agents 
(ARLA). 

This figure is up year-on-year 
from an average of 19 months 
in the first three months of 
2012. It is also the joint 
highest tenancy length 
recorded by ARLA. 

Well over half of ARLA 
agents (56.9 per cent) are 
seeing more tenants looking 
for homes than there are 
properties available. 


According to the 

organisation this demand for 
rental properties is 
compounding the trend with 
competition for supply 
discouraging many existing 
tenants from moving, which in 
turn reduces the number of 
vacancies on the market. 

At the same time, there has 
been a sharp drop in the 
number of lettings agents 
reporting an increase in 
properties coming onto the 
market because they can’t be 
sold - from 42 per cent at the 
end of 2012, to just 29 per cent 
this quarter. 


Ian Potter, managing 
director of ARLA, said: “Our 
data suggested that tenants 
are increasingly sitting tight 
in their property and either 
reluctant, or unable to move. 
This stagnation means fewer 
and fewer properties are freed 
up. 

“We know that many tenants 
renting with ARLA member 
agents are ‘frustrated first 
time buyers’ so it will be 
interesting to see if the 
recently announced Govern¬ 
ment initiatives such as ‘Help 
to Buy’ will impact upon these 
numbers.”

Laura Trott insists Jo Rowsell 
is still a key figure in the GB 
team pursuit, despite sitting 
out as a new-look trio won 
World Championship gold ear¬ 
ner this year. 

Rowsell, along with Trott and 
Dani King, lit up the Olympic 
Velodrome last summer as 
they set a new world record en 
route to London 2012 gold and 
a place in the hearts of the 
nation. 

But in Belarus in February, 
teenager Elinor Barker re¬ 
placed Rowsell as GB once 
again ruled the track, setting 
another world record in the 
process and sealing a fifth 
world title in six years. 

Changes to the event for all 
future competitions now mean 
the race will take place over 
4,000m, rather than 3,000m, 
while the team will also com¬ 
prise of four members rather 
than the traditional three. 

Trott is adamant 24-year-old 
Rowsell, who often trains over 
Epsom Downs, will come back 
stronger for her disappoint¬ 
ment in Minsk, as GB look to 
dominate the revised pursuit 
for years to come. 

“I know Jo sat out the worlds 
but the type of person she is, 
she is still hungry for more 
and I know that she will be 
back as good as ever,” said 
Trott. 

“We really became a close 
unit over the years and that 
won’t change and I couldn’t 


ask for better team-mates. 

“It will take time to get used 
to the new format I am sure, 
but I think, with Dani and Jo, 
we will be able to hit the 
ground running. 

“I think it showed in what we 
did going unbeaten up to the 
Games that we are always 
looking to improve and it is no 
different after the Games - 
with the competitive athletes 
we are. 

“We want to keep raising the 
bar and we are confident we 
can do it and I am confident 
with my team.” 

Trott has criticised the 
International Cycling Union’s 
decision to change the team 
pursuit event, suggesting 
many countries will struggle 
to add a fourth top-class rider 


to their ranks. 

But, with the Olympic trio, 
pictured below, still in their 
prime, and with the emergence 
of Barker, Trott believes the 
golden girls of London 2012 are 
set for more glory in the 
years to come.
